The Committeemen on the route, 
Lee King at Dogwood, Dave Smith 
at Fruit Hill and Foster McCown 
at Bluff Spring, also telephoned 
that it would take a Galveston iiood 
to damper the order the Demo- 
crats of their respective districts 
and that the band wagon must 
come rain or no rain.

From 1801 to 
1860, $2,120,444,000 was produced, 
the average annual output being $15,- 
745,260. In the decade from 1861 to 
1870*he total production was$l,263,- 
015,000. In the next ten years the 
production was slightly lese, being 
$1,150,814,000, and from 1881 to 
1890 there was also a considerable de- 
crease, the amount being $1,060,055,- 
600. From 1891 to 1899, the produc- 
tion increased in a remarkable de- 
gree, amounting to no less than $1,- 
867,971,000, the average annual 
amount being $204,773,555. This 
makes the total production between 
1493-1899, $9,833,039,600. 

An examination of the amount of 
gold produced from the mines of the 
Transvaal and by those of other 
countries shows that the gold produc- 
tion of the entire world is more than 
double that from the Transvaal; the 
latter mines produced $79,213,952 
worth of gold in 1898, while the pro- 
duction in other parts of the world 
was $208,214,647, making a grand 
total of $287,428,600.

You brood so continuously 
over an infelicity, a grievance, or a 
resentment that you become exasper- 
ated. You not only lose your sense 
of proportion, but your good tem- 
per. That is the one subject which 
you cannot think of calmly or reason 
about clearly. Your nervous irrita- 
tion precludes anj mental operation 
concerning it except that of feeling, 
and your emotions in regard to it all 
run one way. We imagine that if the 
full truth were told in regard to many- 
acts that seem unreasonable and al- 
most desperate, it would come out 
that a certain situation or person had 
got on the man's nerves, and, like the 
Malay, who says that he "gets hot in 
his head," he simply ran amuck. But 
there are one or two cautions that are 
worth regarding by us all when wa 
observe in ourselves any tendency of 
this kind. One is to 6eek to get a true 
perspective of the situation by getting 
far enough away from it in imagina- 
tion or in actual distance to look at 
things in their proper relations. The 
other is to take your coolest, hardest- 
headed friend into your confidence 
and talk the matter over with him. 
The less imaginative and the more 
matter of fact he is the better, and 
will be apt to find his dry,prosaic 
comment on the situation will give 
you just the changf-d point of view 
I list you need.— Boston Watchman.

He 
is little more than five feet in height, 
and weighs 108 pounds.

GAMBLING IN LONDON. 

Done on a Big Scale Early last Cea- 

There were in 1724 in London 
alone 35 ■well-known gambling 
houses. Nearly all our most respect- 
able West End clubs were originally 
gambling houses, as the Cocoa Tree, 
hich is 6till flourishing as n club 
at No. 64 St. James' street. One 
night late in the 'last century there 
was a cast at hazard, the difference 
of which was £180,000. That pres- 
ent pink of perfection, "White's," 
was perhaps the most appalling gam- 
bling hell in Europe. "The young 
men of the age," says Walpole, "lose 
there £10,000, £15,000, £20,000 in 
an evening." The play at this club 
was only for rouleaux, of £50 each, 
and generally there was £10,000 in 
gold on the t.ible. The gamesters 
began by pulling off their embroi- 
dered clothes, and: put on frieze gar- 
ments or turned their coats inside 
out for luck. They put on pieces of 
leather to save their lace ruffles, and 
to guard their eyes from the light- 
end to prevent tumbling their hair, 
ore high-crewned straw hats with 
broad brims, and sometimes masks 
I their emotions. Almack's 
afterward was known as the Goose 
Tree club — a rather significant name 
— and Pitt was one of its most con- 
stant frequenters, and there met hig 
adherents. Gibbon was also a mem 
ber, when the club was still Almack's, 
which, indeed, was the name of it* 
founder aud original proprietor. — 
Saturday Review.

"Perhaps in part an abbreviation of 
the common F.nglish greeting: 'How 
do you do?' " This is reversing the 
facts, according to no less an author- 
ity than George Catlin, who from 
1832 to 1840 lived among the In- 
dians, studying their languages and 
customs, and who knew the Sioux 
and Black-feet before they knew a 
word of his language. In his "North 
American Indians" he says: "How?" 
is an abbreviation of the Sioux "How 
ke che wa?" and the Blackfeet "How 
ne tucka?" signifying: "How do you 
do?" The same words, he says, are 
also used as an equivalent for our 
"Good-by," excepting that the Black- 
feet use only the one word, "How." 
Catlin writes of "How" being used 
by the Indians in certain formal cere- 
monies of welcome in vogue before 
they had ever seen white men. De- 
scribing such a ceremony in chapter 
28 he writes: "One of the threo men 
in front deliberately lit a handsome 
pipe and brought it to Ila-nvan-je-tah 
to smoke. He took it, and after pre- 
senting the stem to the north, to the 
south, to the cast and the west, and 
then to thesun that was overhishead, 
and pronounced he words: 'How- 
How -How!' drew a whiff or two of 
smoke through it." 

So "How" is classic, and not slang.

of diplomatic and commercial rela- 
tions between the two countries, for 
hostilities cannot take place except 
on the high seas or within the terri- 
tories of the belligerents. Between 
England and Switzerland the former 
are out of the question, and the latter 
could not arise unless a passage wa.' 
granted through a neutral state. 
During the eighteenth century it 
was an undisputed doctrine that a 
neutral state might allow the troops 
of one belligerent to pass through its 
territory without giving cause for 
complaint to the other, but recent au- 
thorities on international law are op- 
posed to this, and modern practice 
supports them. Xo attempt has been 
made to exercise such supposed right 
of passage sinc e 1815, when the allies 
OTOMod Switzerland to attack France . 
In 18 TO Belgium, at the instance of 
Great Britain, refused a passage to 
the German wounded, and the Bwial 
not only declined to allow volunteers 
from Alsace to pass through their 
country, but interned a body of 
French troops who crossed their 
frontier. Such a war is also impossi- 
ble on other grounds, for a declara- 
tion was signed at Paris, November 
20, 1815, by the representatives of 
Great Britain. Austria, France, Per- 
sia and Russia, w hereby they formally 
recognized the perpetual neutrality 
of Switzerland and guaranteed the 
inviolability of its territory. — Cincin- 
nati Enquirer.
